The societ}' has already promised

eight months. The money will be 
used as far as pos.sible to aid Cana- 
dian soldiers, and the Gox-emmcnt 
relies on the Red Cros5 as in no 
other time. About nine per cent, 
of the national objocii\c will be 
kept in reserve to cover any emer- 
gencies which may come up during 
the war. 

During the last war Canada gave 
$35,000,000 through the Red Cross. 
Among the many thmgs done by 
the Society was the sending of am- 
bulances, and the building and 
equipping of hospitals. One of 
their most important and appreci- 
ated institutions was an Informa- 
lion Bureau where the soldiers were 
identified and relaiions informed of 
ihcir whereahouts.

FREEDOM OF SPEECH? 



An Editoria 



In o speech to the Monlreal Rotary Club lost Tues- 
day, on "Mand", Professor Adolr, a member o( ihe De- 
partment ol Hlstoiy, condetnned the guarantee given to 
Polond by the British Prime Minister lost summer as a 
"desperdle attempt on his part to save his foce and to 
.^ave the prestige ol his loteign policy and thai ol the 
Conservative party," He went on to soy thai various 
statesmen of Britain hod warned Mr, Chamberlain that 
Polond's integrity could be assured only il he overcame 
his "dislike ol an allegiance with Russia. This warning 
Mr. Chamberlain was stupid enough to ignore, and the 
inevitable happened: Russio made her own arrangements 
with Germany and Poland fell." 

Both The Gazette and the Star decided to take ex- 
ception to Professor Adair's remarks, and retaliated in 
no gentlemanly fashion. "It is difficult to believe," 
reads The Gazette editorial, "that an educated mind 
could be 'stupid enough' to give utterance to such o mis- 
leading statement in the light ol the truth regarding the 
events leading to and surrounding the unholy alliance of 
Hitler and Stalin." The Star's remarks were none the less 
compiimentory. 

Yesterday, the Low Undergroduote Society held 0 
special trtceting to draft a letter to be sent to the editors 
of The Gazette, the Star, and the McGill Doily. " 'Vicious' 
is the only word that seems suitable to describe the 
editorials in Wednesday's Star and Gazette," it reads, ortd 
proceeds to point out that if, i n our efforts to win the 
present war and champion democracy, we find it neces- 
sary to suspend our everyday right of freedom, we may 
as well end the war ot once. 

Last night. The Gazette refused to publish the letter 
of the Low undergrads. This action savours strongly of 
0 certain practice in certain European countries: thof of 
printing oil the arguments on one side and not giving the 
reading public a chance to hear what the other party has' 
to say in reply. The Gazette had no hesitation in criticiz- 
ing the remarks of Professor Adair; why should it hesitate 
to give the Low ui^dergrads the right to criticize its edi- 
torial column? 

So far, the Law undergrads hove not submitted their 
letter to the Star; let us hope that that paper shows better 
sense and fair-ploy in dealing with it.

On Tuesday evenins, the pecond of the 

fortniphilv series by the orchcirs of "Les Con- 
certs SymphoRiquff" was held at Plateau Hall. 
A }ai^ «nd responsive audience warmiy 
creeled" Mr. Pelletier and the soliit, Roland 
Gundry. a younc French violinist. 

Mr. Gundry CBve a eoavineins performance 
of (.Bruck's) G Minor Violin Concerto. This 
worh. a favourite with toloicit e\er iince Jt 
was played by Joachim in 1B6S. it aomewhat 
irrecular in material. Containing a rather per- 
funciorj' lirst movement, it wa« followed by a 
most expressive "Adagio" mnd ends with a 
brilliant and efficacious "Allegro energico", 
PleyinE w;tr. fiood intonation and rich tone Mr. 
Gundry proir.isej «flî lor tne 'ulure. although 
ont would ditpara£« the energetic effiuions 
which are part of his manner of performance. 

The main work on the program was 
Tchaikowsky's Sixth Symphony In B Minor, 
which he himself labelled "PetheDtjue". Writ- 
ten shortly before his death, the fymphoriy con- 
tains some of the mot'. h*rrow)r,j ^r>6 moroiii 
passages ever written in mu«ic. "Much, ' taye 
Mr. £dwin £vans, "has been made of his pes- 
*imiBro, but it is at least open lo doubt whether 
this was personal or racial, in every Slav there 
lies hidden a fatalist, and, combined with a 
ceribui fluidity of emotion, runni/jg rapidly 
over the whole gamut of hvunan joy and sor- 
row, this latalism angenders in every true Rus- 
sian moments of gloom and <le;>re!>5ion such si 
we Westerners can little appreciate." In aijy 
case this symphony if « masterjjiece. from the 
bilter-»w««l memoric; tygKtilr,i; i/i the opor.- 
ing movement tv tiic conciudinf b«tf of inti-'ue 
sorrow and despair which end in tiic tijijiiictt 
hush of pianissimo that is <lcath itself. This 
work stands out in bold relief among sym- 
phonies which have tntd Uj e/pjcii tragic 
personal fueling. Mj. i^clk-iitj- and the men 
of the orchestra are to be commended 9» IJj» 
fine work they achieved in tl>i# symphony. 
Care was shown to the slightest detail of pbrai- 
ing and nuance, as well as tite broad outlines 
of expression.

men and women of our universities 
should at this time be considering 
their attitude toward both dom- 
estic and International problems." 
We can only do this if people can 
freely express their opinions at 
this time.

reason lhal there is no one on the 
stair of the Star, or even In its re- 
mote vicinity, with a sufficient 
knowledge of history or economiis 
I'l iir f vrn one of Ihp argu- 
inpnls hp hroui<rit forlh. There is 
tho fsmiliar rlroKging in of the red 
herring of war conditions and 
"enemy Jeers" followed by the 
rpiick and utterly unproven as- 
sumption that because the histori- 
cal judgmpnt of an eminent author- 
ity on history happens to differ 
from lhal of the Star's editor, there- 
fore the expert Is a bitter political 
partisan cursed with "bad ta.'tte, 
poor judgment, and an incapacity 
to grasp the signlAcance" of mat- 
ters historical. 

Similarly, because this editor 
seems to consider Premier Cham- 
berlain an angel in disguise who 
can never be mistaken, a logical 
criticism of this statesman, based 
on historical facts, draws another 
tirade of abuse. Taking issue with 
Professor Adair on "purely histori- 
cal grounds" is conveniently passed 
over in silence and ignorance. 

Next, the editor had the unbe- 
lievable effrontery to accuse a citi- 
zen of a democracy of "bad taste" 
and "tactlessness" in criticizing a 
democratic Prime Minister. Shades 
of dictatorship! Where is the tact, 
the good taste of our parliamentary 
opposition? Let us hot forget that 
the right and duty of this oppoii- 
tion to criticize has its foundation 
in the right and duty of every in- 
dividual citizen to consider criti- 
cism.

Passing on to the system of health 
insurance in force in Sweden, Dr. 
Pedley mentioned a» the main dif- 
ference in the two schemes, the fact 
that, in Sweden, insurance is not 
compulsory aad only IS per cent, of 
the population take ■ advautsgs oi 
it. The chief advantage of the 
Swedish over the English system is 
the fact that a wider cover; ge is 
made, hospitaliaation often 'oeing 
lor a period up to two years, it was 
stated.
